Washington, Nov. 3.—The navy de- 


partment has been advised that a 
picket boat ot an American battleship 
in nome waters has floundered and its 
crew of 12 men are missing. It is be- 
lieved tbe men are lost The navy 
department issued the following state- 
ment: 


No Northwest Bey* Lest. 


"The navy department announces 


that on Oct. 30 the picket boat of tbe 
United States steamship Michigan 
floundered. Apparently tbe entire 
crew was lost. Tbe finding ot the 
bodies of three ot the crew and the 
failure to find any other trace of 
tbe boat or it soccupants leads tbe de- 
partment to believe that all were lost." 


The jaavy department issued the cas- 


ualty list but no Ixiye from the north- 
wart were anjong those lost 
.Twelve men—all tbe crew of th? 
plcfeet«boat of the battleship Michi- 
gan—were lost when their little craft 
fo-idered in home waters. 


The brief announcement of the dis 
aster today by the navy .department 
have no details. Presumably the 
boat waa on patrol duty and found- 
ered to a heavy sea or mef with some 
accident__Three bodiea-have, bean 
found, and inasmuch as all the oth- 
ers are_misaiag, the navy department 
assumes they were lost 


SINK TRAWLERS. 


Copenhagen, :Nov. 3.—A German 


commerce raider and five armed trawl- 
ers have bean aunk by British de- 
stroyers in Scandinavian waters. The 
commerce raig'eiv.wWcb was disguised, 
and the trawhttt-weye sunk yesterday 
in tbe Skagerrafc, an arm of the North 
sea between 'Norway and Denmark. 
The British destroyers thus effected 
another cleanup of German . naval 
forces in Scandinavian waters. 


A report from Elsmore, Denmark, 


today said wounded men from a Ger- 
man auxiliary cruiser sunk in the 
North sea were landed there. 


BOAT DESTROYED.

prince has been in prospect since tbe 
recent successful drive by General Pe- 
tain southwest of Laon, which carried 
the French to the bank of the Oise- 
Aisne canal at the westerly end of the 
Chemin des Dames and gave them 
domination of a large section of the 
German lines to the east. 


As appears from today's Paris offi- 


cial statement, tbe Germans are now 
on the north bank of the Aillette. a 
maximum distance of a mile back of 
their pievious position, while 
tbe 


French have moved up to the south 
bank of the river. 


To Defend Laon. 


There U no hint in the official re- 


port from either side as to whether 
any further retirement by the German 
crown prince is in prospect. He was 
compelled by the superiority ot the 
new French positions to fall back at 
least as far as he has. Probabilities 
seem he will take up positions on the 
heights 
just north of the Aillette, 


which command the approaches to 
Laon, keynote of the German's west- 
ern front at its southwesterly bank. 


British destroyers have put an end 


to the career of a German commerce 
raider in an arm of the North sea. 


East Bank Cleared. 


General Cadorna has halted-on the 


western bank of the Tagliamento, mo- 
mentarily at least, to face the oncom- 
ing Austro-Germans. 
The eastern 


bank of the river, Berlin reports, has 
been cleared of Italians from where 
the Tagliamento turns from Talmino 
to the Adriatic. 


Italian guns are bombarding the in- 


vaders along the new line, but appar- 
ently no attempt has been made bj 
the Austro-Germans to force the cross- 
ing of the river. There are no indi- 
cations as to the whereabouts ot the 
Austro-Germans reported to be driving 
through the Carnic Alps early in tbe 
week, in an attempt to turn the flank 
of the troops and guns into the Tren- 
tino 
This 
might mean either to 


strengthen the Austrians there, or to 
start a drive south from Trent, in an 
attempt to cut off the Italians nov 
on the Venetian plains.
